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DETAILED ACTION 

Applicants' response of 2/13/07 has been considered with the following results. 

Response to Arguments 
Applicant's arguments filed 2/13/07 have been fully considered but they are not persuasive. 

Applicants' have submitted and disclosed a switch able tracking system for optical discs. 
The specification discloses two embodiments - that of figure 9 and that of figure 7. The present 
claims are interpreted to read upon the embodiment of figure 7. 

The examiner interprets the divergence between the two embodiments as to the placement of 
the switching element/means. In the embodiment of figure 9 with the signal processor (110), while that of 
figure 7 with the detecting element(s) (90). 

The references (both Ijima and JP 07-320287) clearly depict the switching element with 

the processor. 

The examiner does recognize the fact that the claims attribute/associate the switching element 
with the detectors. 

The examiner concludes that such is merely a re-association/re-configuration of these secondary 
references. Whether placing the switching element prior to, or with the signal processor is considered 
merely an obvious variation, a relocation of parts that does not contribute to unexpected results. 

Motivation to relocate the switching component is of course financial - i.e., no need to pay any 
royalties to the holder of the above noted patents.
